WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. 25.—Gonsul Gen- 


eral Vofjeler, writing to tho stato department 
from Frankfort-on-the-MaiQ concerning tho 
prohibition of American pork ill Germany, 
quotes thfl following extract from Tho Co- 
logne Gazette to illustrate how lilttlo the 
bundesrath itself believod in the correctness 
of the allegation that American pork was 
unwholesome.

But as wise merchants they havo at loost 
averted the worse consequence.': to their car- 
rying trade, inasmuch as thoy havo obtained

ion their own ships with American hog 
meat. That seamen may eat trichinous meat 
with impunity we had not hitherto heard of, 
or do the Hansotoivn men not believe in tho 
danger of the trlchinx and tho seriousness of 
the argument in favor of tlio measure? As 
to the sanitary consideration of the prohibi- 
tion of American hog meat, it will undoubD- 
t-dly prove very healthy for tho purses of our 
estate owners, but very unhealthy fen- tbn 
poorer classes of our population..

He says; "As mnch of the value of a 
large per cent. o£ the tobacco crop is' lost 
in tbo curing process, it may not be out 
of place at the beginning of the housing 
season to drop a few hints to the farmers 
on this subject. 


Let the body ot the barn bo tipht from 


eighteen inches above the ground to the 
eaves, tuo nearer airtight, the-better, [yet 
planked and- stripped is practically good. 
Arrange to have from ten to twelve in- 
ches of opening near the ground, amount- 
ing to ocehalf ot each side and end to be 
closed or opened at will. Leather hinges 
are inexpensive and wear well. At each 
end above the eaves have openings that 
fully eiual the openings below. The ob- 
ject of this is to cause a draught of dry, 
heated air to pass directly through the 
tobacco, carrying off' all moisture from 
the barn, leaving the tobacco clear and 
free from any houseburn or sweaty ap- 
pearance which a close barn and e\cc3- 
livo beat is almost sure to do.

high degree ot heat is not necessary when 
ibe ventilation is good, carrying off nil 
moisture as it is evaporated from the 
sappy weed. • Never crowd until tbe leaf 
is fully cured.

hat grant no license for the sale of.intox- 
eating liquors. . In order to ascertain 
he difl'erence between license and no 
icense, Mr. F. J. Adams, an agent of the 
Illinois state temperance union, institut- 
ed a comparison between thirteen coun- 
ties wh'ero no license was granted, and 
thirteen where the license system pre- 
vailed. In the group of license counties 
thero was a population of, 217,597, while 
tho no license group [contained 221,370. 
Iu tho counties without saloons, during 
1SS2, 
thero wero arrested for crime but 


48 persona, more than halt of whom were 
arrested while under tho influence of 
iquor obtained in counties that wero 
blessed (?) wilh grog shops. 


Now look at the other side. In tho 


thirteen counties that granted license 
thero were 293 saloons, and in this fa- 
vored ('!) group of .counties, during 18S2, 
there were SOI persons arrested for the 
commission of crime. This certainly tells 
a good story iu favor of prohibition. 


Mr. Adams further says that in Clay 


conuty, with a population of over 10,000, 
with no saloons, there wore, during 1SS2, 
no prisoners, no murders, and no theft. 
In Edwards.county^ with a population of 
nearly 9,000, thero have been no saloons 
during the past twenty-five years, and in 
that time but one convict has been sent 
to tho penitentiary.
